Readers  who  have  been  strengthened 
and  encouraged  bv  that  admirable  hook,  ■ 
“  The  Tongue  of  Fire,”  will  welcome  this 
new  volume  by  the  same  author.  Al¬ 
though  in  a  different  field  of  thought, 
the  perspicuous  stvle,  clear  reasoning, 
subtle  analysis,  and  logical  exactness  of 
the  work,  show  the  mature  skill  of  the 
same  master's  hand.  Young  men,  whose 
love  for  philosophy  h:is  not  been  de¬ 
stroyed  by  excessive  reading  of  fiction,  and 
who  are  asking  for  relief  from  the  doubts 
so  constantly  put  into  their  mind  by  the 
materialistic  arguments  of  the  day,  will 
find  this  a  satisfactory  and  strengthening 
work.  The  materialist  teaches  that  mind  is 
nothing  but  a  phenomeuonof  matter:  that 
thought,  conscience,  reasoning,  are  the 
result  of  physical  and  chemical  forces  ; 
or,  as  stated  by  John  Stuart  Mill  :  "All 
phenomena,  without  exception,  are  gov¬ 
erned  by  invariable  laws,  with  which  no 
volitions,  either  natural  or  supernatural, 
interfere.” 

Mr.  Arthur  accepts  the  battle 
this  ground,  and  with  no  doubtful  re¬ 
sults,  as  all  must  testify  who  read  this 
attractive  argument  to  the  end.  His  per¬ 
ception  of  the  enemy's  weak  points  is 
quick  and  clear,  and  his  attack  irresisti¬ 
ble.

Managing  Stoves.  Miss  Parloa,  in  a 
recent  lecture  in  New  York,  said  one  of 
the  most  frequent  mistake#  people  make 
is  in  putting  on  too  much  coal.  Never 
have  the  coal  come  above  the  lining  of 
the  stoVe.  It  is  a  waste  of  fuel,  and  the 
fire  will  not  be  so  bright  and  clear,  be¬ 
cause  the  draught  will  not  be  so  good. 
When  not  using  the  fire,  keep  the  damp¬ 
ers  closed  ;  it  will  be  ready  when  needed; 
then  open  the  draughts.  For  cooking, 
either  on  top  of  the  stove  or  in  the  oven, 
no  matter  how  hot  the  lirf  desired,  have 
the  coal  come  nearly  to  the  top  of 
the  lining;  the  fire  ought  to  last  four 
hours  without  new  coal  or  poking.  The 
top  of  the  stove  may  be  red  hot,  and  the 
coals  piled  up  to  the  lid*,  and  yet  the 
ovens  will  not  bake.  It  i«  because  there 
is  too  much  coal,  and  the  draught  is 
stopped  by  it.  The  practice  of  having 
the  top  of  the  stove  or  range  red  hot 
will  soon  destroy  it,  warping  it  out  of 
shape,  aud  cracking  the  lids. 

A  learned  Bostonian  "writes  :  "Al¬ 
though  the  Indians  did  not  know  how 
to  swear  when  the  white  men  came,  they 
soon  learned  to  swear,  and  had  sufficient 
words  in  their  language  for  the  purpose. 
Eliot,  in  the  Indian  Bible,  uses  the  Indian 
word  Osh  (my  Father)  for  Creator,  etc., 
and  the  early  missionaries,  when  ad¬ 
dressing  the  Indians,  used  Gosh  (your 
Father).
